Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions, by father, mother 
son, daughter, brother or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties;—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres solely own 
ed and occupied by him or by his 
tather, mother, son, daughter, brother 
or sister. !

MOTOR VEHICLES 
ACT REGULATIONS 
GOVERNING PER- 
MITS, RENEWALS 
AND TRANSFERS 


Pursuant to Section 3 of The Motor 


Vehicles Act, the following regula- 
tions have been adopted by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council governing 
the issuing of permits and renewals 
and transfers thereof. 


1. The following fees shall be paid 


to the Department of the Provincial 
Secretary for Motor Vehicle permits, 
renewals and transfers: 


For permit on first application ..$3,00 
For permit to manufacturer on 


first application 2.00 
For annual renewal, of 

MIt .rccee ooee ces 2.00 
For transfer of permit 50 


2. A permit shall 


during the calendar year in which it 


is issued and it shall be renewed im- 
mediately after the thirty-first day of 
December, in each year. 

3. On a change of ownership of a 
registered motor Vehicle the permit 
shall go with the Vehicle and notiee 
of such change of ownership shal) 
within twenty-four hours be sent by 
the person to whom such permit was 
issued to the Department of the Pro- 
vinclal Secretary together with the 
full name and address of the purchaser 
and the purchaser shall forthwith pay 
the transfer fee, 

4. A number corresponding to that 
of the permit shall be exposed = only 
upon the Motor Vehicle in respect of 
which the permit was issued. 

A permit may be issued to a 
manufacturer of or dealer in Motor 
Vehicles upon payment of the fee 
hereinbefore provided, which said per- 
mit shall apply to any Motor Vehicle 
which said manufacturer or dealer 
may from time to time, during the 
term of the said permit, hold for sale, 
and not for private use or hire. 

6. Such permit may be renewed 
from year to year upon the terms set 
out {n Section 1 hereof. 

7. If for any reason any permit is- 
sued as aforesaid shall lapse or not be 
required, the Provincial Secretary may 
at any time, cancel any permit tasued 
as aforesaid. 

Under fection 12 of The Motor Ve- 
hicle Act, any person violating any of 
the provisions of the Act shall upon 
summary conviction before a justice 
of the peace be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding fifty dollars, and in default 
of payment, one month's imprison- 
ment.

DUN’S REVIEW OF 
TRADE PROSPECTS 


Business Activity Thronghout the 
Dominion Remarkably Well Main- 
taincd—Conditions at Edmonton 

| Were Favorable,

New York, N.Y, May 12.—Busi- 
ness activity throughout the Do- 
minion of Canada continues remark- 
ably well maintained, dispatches to 
| Dun's Review from branch offices of 
the R. G. Dun Co, in numerous 
leading trades centers, noting steady 
progress in the distribution of sea- 
sonable and staple merchandise, 

Montreal reports that the first 
coast and inland beats have left with 
a full complement of freight, but that 
the volume of business thus far is 
below expectations, Sorting up 
orders in dry goods continue light, 
but in goods for all are quite satis- 
factory with all textile values firm, 
Demand of leather is fair, but the 
output of local producers is being 
curtailed, Receipts of calfs’ skins 
are lighter and quoted at 15 cents 
for No, 1, There is a seasonable 
movement of groceries at usual 
prices, 

At Quebec, the local wholesale 
trade is much better than for some 
time past. The movement of dry 


tions, is steacily improving and staple 
groceries are in good demand, while 
manufacturers of boots and shoes 
and leather merchandise state that 
this trade has now assumed more 
satisfactory proportions, 

Conditions at Toronto reflect fur- 
ther progress and distribution of 
merchandise is in large volumes. 
The demand from the west for all 
kinds of staple commodities steadily 
increases, being still stimulated by 
the encouraging agricultura}] outlook, 
Seasonable dry goods and millinery 
are moving freely and there tg a 
good demand for’ groceries, hard- 
ware, boots and shoes, clothing and

At Winnipeg, progress is marked 
with the advancing season and 
there is a ‘very active demand for all 
classes of commodities. The feel- 
ing of encouragement fs still matn- 
tained by increased foreign business 
in grain, and the fine agricultural 
prospects, 

At Saskatoon, jobbers and retail- 
ers report a marked increase in the 
recent month's business, 

Regina reports that conditions 
continue satisfactory and good rains 
have helped the situation, 

The jobbing trade at Calgary Is 
fairly active and sales of staple ne- 
cessities compare well with a year 
ago. While heavy rains have 
brightened prospects over a wide 
area, 

Trade conditions active at Edmon- 
ton and prospects are very fovorable, 

The gross earnings of all Cana- 
dian railroads for the first week in 
May shows an increase over those 
of the same period last year. 

Commercial failures for the week 
are 82, against 33 last week and 34 
in the same week last year.
